A TRADE DELUSION 


(Washington Star.) 


"That the American public loves to 


be humbugged is howu by the extra- 
ordinary popularity of what is known 
as 'Egyptian cigarettes'. Of the fifty 
varieties of these articles now in the 
market it is almost safe to affirm that 
nine-tenths have had as little relation 
to Egypt as the men who use them 
under the impression that they came 
from Alexandria or Cairo," said J. G. 
Salvin, a New York tobacco drum- 
mer, to a Star man at the Raleigh. 


"In the first place there Is no such 


thing as Egyptian tobacco. The cul- 
ture of the leaf is forbidden by law 
in that country. 
The reasdn of the 


prohibition involves a curious chap- 
ter in trade history. The best cigar- 
ette tobacco of the east is Turkish, 
and it is used in 
Russia, 
Turkey, 


Egypt and nearly all the Mediterra- 
nean countries. Long ago 
it 
was 


found that Turkish tobacco 
going 


from Constantinople to 
Alexandria, 


underwent a sweating which improved 
its flavor. If carried a'shorter dis- 
tance, say to Beyroot or a longer one 
to Algiers there was no improvement, j 


This gave a prestige to the Egyptian 
cigarette made of Turkish tobacco, 
which brought wealth to the manu- 
facturer and a heavy revenue to the 
state. In order to increase this reve- 
nue the government at one time took 
measures to grow the leaf in 
the 


delta, but the result proved an 
un- 


pleasant surprise. Though grown from 
Turkish seed, the weed proved 
in- 


ferior and the cigarettes made from 
it fell flat on the market. The disfav- 
or extended to the legitimate traffic. 
Manufacturers complained 
and 
the 


government found a deficit in its re- 
turns. To make amends a law 
was 


passed forbidding tobacco culture and 
ever since the Egyptian cigaretfe hafc 
been made of a fine grade of the Turk- 
ish leaf. The country exports a large 
number of cigarettes and 
a very 


small quantity of tobacco, not enough 
in fact, to make as many 
so-called 


Egyptians' as are smoked in twenty- 
four hours in the United States and 
Great Britain. The tobacco of 
the 


domestic Egyptians is Turkish of all 
sorts of grades, and* also 
Syrian, 


rreek, Roumelian, Roumanian 
and 


Russian."^

VETERAN COACH THAT WAS ONE 


OF LINCOLN'S FUNERAL TRAIN 


[By Telegiaph to The Age.] 


Fort Wayne, Ind., July 29—Lying 


In the yards of the 
Lake Erie 
& 


Western railway at Peru, dismantled 
of its trucks and used as a paint shop 
and store house for car inspectors, 'is 
an old car with a remarK&ble and in- 
teresting history. It is one of the old- 
fashioned kind, with small, high and 
narrow windows, and an upper deck, 
the sort of a sleeping car in use forty 
years ago. The interior decorations, 
especially the painting, is on an elab- 
orate scale with gaudiness far beyond 
that generally seen in those days. 
"Underneath the coats of paint that 
have since been put on can plainly 


be seen the initials, "B. & O. No. 1." 
It was the first sleeping car used in 
the west and formed a part of the 
funeral train of 
President Lincoln. 


The original owners of the car were 
the Baltimore & Ohio. From that line 
it was purchased by the Pennsylvania 
company and later it went to the old 
Indianapolis, Peru & Chicago, now 
merged into the Lake Erie & West- 
ern. 
It was used by the Tatter road 


as a pay c£& for years. 
The car is 


now forty-two years old. It has oc- 
cupied its present position for 
the 


last fifteen years and is yet in a good 
state of preservation.
